Sorghum- Sugar. 

The t:i innfactnre of suj^ar fro-n 
.sorghum has recently received fresh 
imnetUH, owing to tho great numl>er of 
experiments whii h have been made 
with a vi«'w of discovering some pro* 
cose by which good sngjvr ooidd be 
guaranfeeil. Within the pa<t yt-ar 
there have been at least four soiciitilio 
gentlemtm eniragod in per'eetfng 
(di nery and testin-j: various ways of 
exiraciiitr the juice of the t-am^ in such 
a manner as to remove all substances 
wliiidi have preventetl Northern 
sorghunt-growers fn^m being succi^ss- 
fnl in years past. Two proeesse* have 
been p.iiented. an. I it is now asserted 
thai a lirst -class article of merchantable 
sugar can be made from sorghum. A 
jtracticil illustration of tho fai-t will be 
alloid. il uinloubicdly during tiie pres- 
ent year, and if the objectionable mat- 
ter can be separattul from the juioo 
whi e in course of niiinnfacture, the 
growth of sorghum and the manufaot* 
uru of sugar will eventually become a 
groat indu.^try. 

Upland clay or sandy soil is bettt^r 
adapted to cjine (m'tisre than htaiuv or 
bottom lands. On low lan ts the canu 
is more prtditic, but the uplamls make 
up in evee'lenee < »f (piality what Ihey 
lote lu 4Uaiil it \ . Then^ is nothing dif- 
ficult in grow ng cane. An \ body who 
Can suceessfidly jrrow Ind'aii corn can 
grow sorghum cane, ami w ith iiuproved 
methods and msu hinery the profit on 
cane ;j;rowing will be miudi great. t 
than on corn. The cost of ra smg an 
acre of corn is not far from eight dol- 
lars, and as a «piestion of fact the fod- 
der for ensilagt} purposes is more n tilu- 
abh>-ihan an equal quantity of com- 
fodder. 

Small fann-'i's will raise cane and at- 
t«Mn_ii to ni.ike their own sugar, but in 
tins they will tind no protit. It (Miin.it 
be long before large c 'litial mills aro 
built, where the grouci s can get their 
cane ground, and when these m ils aio 
once successfully started tiie advocaies 
of sorghum culture look for great ro- 
•Ulta. — Chicago Tribnut:.
